Gentlemen: 


Submitted herewith is the report of an audit and ex- 
amination of the accounts of the Town of Lyme which has 
been made by this Division in accordance with a vote 
taken at the last annual town meeting. Schedules as here- 
after listed are included as part of this report. 


Scope of Audit 


Included in the audit were the accounts of the select- 
men, treasurer, tax collector, town clerk, road agent and 
trustees of trust funds, for the period beginning July 24, 
1941, date of the previous audit by this division, and end- 
ing July 22, 1942. 


Selectmen and Treasurer 


The treasurer’s cancelled checks for the period under 
review were compared with the selectmen’s vouchers and 
entries in the treasurer’s cash book and found to be in 
agreement therewith. Receipts were checked by source 
insofar as it was possible to do so. Totals of receipts and 
payments were verified and the cash book balances as of 
January 31, 1942, and July 22, 1942, agreed with the re- 
conciled bank balances of like dates. Invoices supporting 
expenditures were examined and the classification of pay- 
ments was in accordance with the uniform system of ac- 
counts prescribed by this division. 

It was recommended to the selectmen and treasurer 
that the treasurer’s cash book, which is in use at present, 
be eliminated at the beginning of the next fiscal year and 
_ that the selectmen’s classified record of receipts and pay- 
ments be used in place thereof. This record would be kept 
by the treasurer and entries classified in accordance with 
notations on the order-checks when payments are made. 
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Tax Collector 


The accounts of the tax collector for the levies of 
1941 and 1942, and the tax sale account were audited and 
balanced as of July 22, 1942. In auditing the tax sale ac- 
counts it was found that several tax sale redemptions had 
been erroneously remitted to the treasurer as credits to 
the 1941 tax warrant account. Adjustment was made in 
our report to rectify this error and the schedules as in- 
cluded herewith present a correct statement of these ac- 
counts. All taxes appearing as unredeemed, as of July 22, 
1942, were verified as outstanding by notices mailed from 
this office. 

It was noted that recommendations made in our last 
audit report have been adopted by the tax collector and 
marked improvement in these accounts was evident. 


Town Clerk 


Motor vehicle permits and dog licenses issued by the 
town clerk during the period of audit were examined and 
monies received therefor, less fees for the issuance of dog 
licenses, were properly accounted for. 


Road Agent 


Payments made by the treasurer to the road agent 
upon the selectmen’s orders were traced to the road 
agent’s checking account. Checks drawn by the road 
agent on account of payroll items, materials and supplies, 
were supported by weekly time sheets and vendors’ in- 
voices. The balances on hand as of January 31, 1942, and 
July 22, 1942, were in agreement with the reconciled 
bank balances of like dates. 

It is reeommended that payment to vendors for 
materials and supplies be made directly by town check 
after invoices representing such purchases have been ap- 
proved by the road agent, thereby limiting the agent’s 
expenditures to payments for labor and the rental of 
equipment. 


Trust Funds 


The records of the trustees of trust funds for the fis- 
cal year ended January 31, 1942, were examined. Princi- 
pal and unexpended income as shown by the trust fund 
records was found to be on deposit in the Dartmouth 
Savings Bank and the Dartmouth National Bank. Pay- 
ments made by the trustees were supported by cancelled 
checks.

General Comments 


In our audit report of 1940 it was pointed out that 
the “Net Debt” of the town had increased by $25,000 
during the previous ten years, and that temporary loans 
in anticipation of taxes had accumulated to more than 
$34,000 during the same period. This indebtedness was 
incurred, for the most part, not for new construction, 
equipment, lands or buildings, but rather to finance cur- 
rent operations. In other words it represented largely the 
excess of expenditures over appropriations during the ten 
year period to January 31, 1940. 


In 1941 this indebtedness was refunded by the issu- 
ance of serial bonds amounting to $34,000 and bearing an 
interest rate of 134,.%. Beginning this year these bonds 
mature at the rate of $3,000 annually up to and including 
the year 1945. Thereafter and until the final maturity in 
1956, the annual payments on principal amount to $2,000. 


In 1940, the net overdraft of appropriations amount- 
ed to $871.20, which represented a substantial decrease 
from the overdrafts incurred in each of the five previous 
years. In last year’s audit report we stated that—‘‘There 
still exists, however, the tendency to overspend appropri- 
ations for highway purposes and a continued effort should 
be made to correct this practise.”’ 


It is worthy of comment to note, therefore, that the. 
year 1941 was concluded with a net unexpended balance 
of appropriations of $1,504.96, a revenue surplus of 
$932.48, and a resulting budget surplus of $2,437.44. 
(Schedules C and D). For the first time in many years a 
budget surplus took the place of the customary budget 
deficit. | 


Another noteworthy accomplishment in 1941 was the 
reduction made in Net Debt, even though small in 
amount, from $27,134.02 to $26,829.13. The remarkable 
part being that the Net Debt actually decreased in spite 
of the fact that assets in the form of “unredeemed taxes”’ 
dropped from $7,577.54 (Jan. 31, 1941) to $1,916.38 
(Jan. 31, 1942). A large part of this difference was rep- 
resented by the conversion of “unredeemed taxes’’ to 
' “property acquired by tax deeds,” which automatically 
eliminated such ‘“‘unredeemed taxes” from the assets as 
reported in the balance sheet. 
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Continued improvement in the financial condition of 
the town may be looked for if the expenditures are kept 
within budgetary appropriations as in the last year. An 
effort should also be made to dispose, if possible, of prop- 
erty acquired by the town through tax deeds.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board and Citizens of the 
School District of Lyme: 


Your school board and superintendent of schools 
herewith submit their annual report. It is the 24th in the 
series of such reports by a superintendent, one of many by 
pa boards, and the 15th by the present superinten- 

ent. 


Preliminary 


World events during the past year have so engaged 
the attention of the citizens of this country, that it is diffi- 
cult to consider the every day affairs of life. But these 
stirring times and tremendous happenings must not so 
overwhelm us as to prevent care and attention to the 
work of the public school system. The teachers as well as 
the school board and superintendent are mindful of their 
responsibility and are making their contribution in their 
attempt to improve, strengthen and ennoble the lives of 
the boys and girls. This means that there is an attempt 
to avoid some of the pitfalls that accompanied and fol- 
lowed World War I. While it is wholly desirable to ac- 
quaint the young people with the needs of the war emer- 
gency, it is our endeavor to keep alive the idea that—to 
use the words of one writer—‘‘we need to teach arith- 
metic as efficiently as we need to gather scrap.’ We need 
to teach the other standard subjects in the light of mo- 
dern experiences quite as much as we teach the necessity 
of war rationing. We need to teach attitudes of thrift at 
the same time that we encourage the young people to 
purchase War Savings Stamps. We need to promote the 
idea of wholesome moral behavior even though war con- 
ditions almost contradict our instruction and beliefs. 


Program 


The objectives which have been set up for the year 
are those which emanate from the above considerations. 
The actual program of studies adopted some years ago 
has been continued. There are, however, marked changes 
in method and definite efforts at intensifying the work in 
the so-called fundamental subjects. The teachers have 
been asked to include in their plans a little more direct 
training in the field of character education. This has been 
supplemented by the the purchase of books containing 
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bible stories and many stories of men who have made real 
contributions in the world. The major historic holidays 
and the birthdays of prominent men have been observed 
and emphasized. While sometimes biographers attempt 
to belittle the lives of great men and women, it still re- 
mains that these same lives have elements of strength and 
moral uplift in spite of the fact that somebody has discov- 
ered that they did something wrong sometime. This in- 
creased emphasis upon character training plus the inten- 
sified work in the regular work in the school subjects will 
have their influence in the later lives of the young people. 


Teachers 


It is a pleasure to report that there was but one 
change in the teaching personnel at the end of the school 
year. The loyalty of the teachers to their profession and to 
the schools in which they work is decidedly one of hope 
and expectation for successful results. One warning must 
be given at this time: that war conditions, the demand for 
man-power, the increasing wages offered by industry may 
all have disastrous results so far as securing adequate 
teaching personnel is concerned, unless communities— 
even the smaller ones—find it possible by some process to 
increase the amounts offered to teachers. It is not known 
just how soon this condition will seriously cripple our ef- 
forts to secure desirable teachers. It is with these facts in 
mind that the item in the budget for teachers’ salaries has 
been slightly increased. 


Community Service 


One of the many blessings which the smaller com- 
munities have is that of Neighborhood Consciousness. 
This is evidenced in our community in several ways, and 
in each of the different parts of the town. Each school has 
made a special contribution to the area which it serves. 

The children of the Whipple School have improved 
their school grounds by removing the fence and providing 
painted stones to mark the boundary lines to prevent the 
indiscriminate driving across the school grounds by the 
casual tourist seeking a place to park. The Chesley School 
has carried on in the past few years a Community Fair in 
the fall which brings together all the children in the com- 
munity as well as their families. The exhibits which are 
brought freely by parents and friends of the neighbor- 
hood and the camraderie engendered by the common ob- 
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jective of doing something for the community is a positive 
evidence of neighborliness and friendliness which will be 
of value long after a generation of children have complet- 
ed their school work. The pupils of the Center School, un- 
der the direction of the teacher, have laid out and done 
the actual work in preparing a walk from the street to the 
school house to avoid the muddy school yard in times of 
rain and thaw. The pupils at the Plain School have car- 
ried on the planting of flowers in carefully prepared beds 
around the building, and these have given a colorful as- 
pect to the whole school grounds during the summer 
months. 


While the scrap drive was conducted mainly by 
adults, many of the children made their contribution to 
the drive, and near some of the schools were seen from 
time to time piles of metal and old tires which had been 
gathered by the boys and girls. The children have also, 
with the means at their disposal, purchased War Savings 
Stamps and by that process have learned something of 
what it means to be prudent in the spending of money. 


The teachers themselves have given of their services 
to assist in these activities and those other activities which 
have been placed in their charge by the several govern- 
mental agencies. All of the work in connection with the 
issuing of the first ration book and of the later rationing 
of oil and gasoline has been done very willingly and care- 
fully by each teacher involved. They have endeavored to 
carry out the regulations of the Rationing Board to the 
best of their ability and with as much consideration and 
kindliness to the citizens of Lyme as could be permitted 
under the directions given. They have also arranged some 
of their school programs to promote the sale of War Sav- 
ings Stamps and Bonds, and have themselves given as 
generously as their salaries permitted. The average citi- 
zen does not always appreciate the extent of such volun- 
tary service on the part of the teacher, nor does he appre- 
ciate the conscientious willingness with which this work 
is done, with no expectation of additional conpensation, 
and often with the knowledge that criticism is bound to 
arise. 


It is but one step from all of these cooperative activi- 
ties to the so-called old-fashioned idea of doing what one 
can for one’s neighbors. In the end this means that all of 
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the citizenry of a community will more and more enjoy 
their surroundings and make the most of their opportuni- 
ties even though they may be limited in scope. This is par- 
ticularly true of our rural communities from which so 
many of the more dependable citizens of the larger com- 
munities have migrated. 


Junior Red Cross 


This is the first year that any concerted attempt has 
been made to acquaint the boys and girls in the schools at 
Lyme of the activities of the Red Cross. The drive for 
membership in our schools raised sufficient funds to pur- 
chase some of the needed supplies to carry on projects 
agreed upon by the boys and girls. One of the more no- 
ticeable of these projects was the effort to give a cheer to 
the citizens of the community who were confined to their 
homes because of illness. The little candles and the white 
birch standards, and the evergreens surrounding them no 
doubt comforted many a person who was a recipient. The 
educational value to be had from activities such as these 
is that of sharing one’s blessings with those who are, at 
least for the time being, deprived of the same privileges. 


Music 


Lyme has been fortunate during the past three years 
in that it has had the benefit of a professionally trained 
music teacher. Miss Bradley is assisting the teachers in 
building up a musical background for the pupils which 
will long serve them as a source of enjoyment. Music at 
its best gives us all a period of relaxation and one of gen- 
uine enjoyment, particularly on the part of those who un- 
derstand and appreciate the conception of the artist com- 
poser. Sufficient funds have been included in the needs of 
the school to provide for a continuance of this service. 


Health 


So much has been written and published, and so 
many lectures and conferences have been held pointing 
out the necessity for sound health on the part of the grow- 
ing child that this cannot be a subject that can be too 
lightly ignored. It is well established that growth of the 
child and his capacity to endure the ills of childhood and 
avoid many of the more harmful diseases is greatly 
strenghthened by a well-balanced, nutritive diet. Such a 
diet needs to be provided by the home, but it has been 
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supplemented by some aid from the government in some 
of the communities of the state. 


It has not been possible to set up a plan for school 
lunches for as many children as would require it in Lyme. 
As a partial off-set to that, arrangements have recently 
been made for what is knawn as penny milk. This is being 
furnished through the Agricultural Marketing Associa- 
tion, the school board, and the pennies brought to the 
school by the children. It is probable that much more 
needs to be done which cannot be done with the facilities 
now available. On the other hand, the teachers are mind- 
_ ful of a situation and need, and are contributing so far as 
they can toward aiding the boys and girls in appreciating 
the necessity of sound health. The school nurse has sys- 
tematically followed the children in their growth and has 
provided some of the needed deficiencies through dona- 
tion from various sources. 


It is possible that something more can be done for 
the children in this regard if and when funds can be se- 
cured to employ a paid personnel and if also such person- 
nel can become available to assist in a school lunch pro- 
gram. Meanwhile, parents, teachers and citizens may well 
have in their mind the continued necessity for improving 
the physical well-being of every growing child. The home 
must cooperate with the school if best results are to be 
secured. The growing child needs not only a well-bal- 
anced diet, but plenty of sleep as well as good exercise 
if he is to develop a strong body which is to endure the 
rigors of life. Farm activities may not always be best 
adapted to furnish the right type of exercise, but they do 
serve a definite purpose of habit formation when the 
young people are given specific tasks which it is their 
duty to perform. It almost goes without saying that when 
young people stay up late at night and get insufficient 
sleep they are not as physically able to endure their day’s 
work at school as are those children with more whole- 
some home habits. It is expected that the boys in particu- 
lar will assist farmers during the war emergency, al- 
though overwork lessens in some degree the physical fit- 
ness of the child to withstand his daily jobs and at the 
same time provide him with stamina for the more difficult 
activities of adult life. 


Regularity of home habits, definitely assigned tasks, 
(61) 


a well-balanced diet, and a reasonable amount of physical 
activity all assist in building up body resistance. Those 
connected with your schools are ever mindful that one 
of their duties is to promote the ideal of sound health and 
good living, but to be most effective, this work must be 
supplemented by thoughtful care on the part of parents 
and guardians. 


Repairs 


_ The ordinary repairs for this year have been more in 
the nature of maintenance than major problems. The 
balance of the school building at the Center was painted 
so that the whole building is now in a state of reasonable 
preservation. The heating plant and the plumbing ar- 
rangements at the Plain School have caused some incon- 
venience, but are both in process of improvement. From 
time to time it becomes necessary to repair parts of the 
pump for the driven well, and that must be expected since 
water is supplied for nearly 50% more pupils than were 
originally anticipated in that building. No major repairs 
are contemplated for the next fiscal year, but it will be 
necessary to do some painting and make some minor im- 
provements in the Plain School and in the Whipple 
School. 


Budget 


Your school board is again able to report it has suc- 
ceeded in operating well within the budget. The proposed . 
budget carries with it a little larger request than last 
year, but with the larger expected balance it is possible 
to reduce the total amount to be raised through taxation 
by $200.00. This should be of some advantage to the citi- 
zense in times when federal income is so greatly needed. 


Comments 


Both the school board and superintendent wish to 
extend to the teachers their sincere appreciation for the 
extra time which they have utilized in connection with the 
rationing and other governmental activities. The citizens 
are asked to remember that these services are rendered 
voluntarily by the teachers and that the whole program 
of rationing together with the rules and regulations gov- 
erning the same is set up by officers of the federal govern- 
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ment. It is necessary for us all to continue our war efforts 
and to exercise as much patience as possible in accepting 
the inconveniences necessitated by the war. Those of us 
who have worked with the citizens of Lyme for a period 
of years realize only too well the spirit and willingness on 
the part of the citizens to assist and cooperate in making 
the schools of Lyme as efficient and satisfactory as pos- 
sible.
